The granting of franchises in cities of Edmonton's size is 
entirely wropy and eastern towns and cities have had this fact 
impressed upon them to their loss and regret. Toronto and 
Montveal are instances that serve as reminders of the benefits 
to bedlerived from mynicipal ownership, for these cities have 
bott Had their experiences with privately owned utilities from 
which they have tried in vain to be relieved. 

Growing towns throughout the west would do well to copy 
their system through Edmonton. By so doing they will safe. 
guard themeelves to a large entent over difficulties in future 
when they become larger centres. There may be and there 
may have been poor management in Edmonton, but the fact 
remains that the system of government in vogue is one of the 
best on the continent, At ihe present juncture, this system is 
not being administered ina manner that’ attracts favorable 
attention from the outside, but there is no: denying. the. elaim 
that with proper management Edmonton has a‘tystem of gov- 
ernment of which it has reason to feel proud.
